21-308. ONE-WAY HIGHWAYS AND ROADRAYS; RKROTARY TRAFFIC
ISLANDS.

(A) ONE-WAY HIGHWAYS AND ROADWAYS.

(1) THE STATE HIGHWAY ADMINISTRATION MAY
DESIGNATE ANY HIGHWAY OR ANY SEPARATE ROADWAY UNDER ITS

(3) GENERAL BULE.

ON ANY ROADWAY THAT IS DIVIDED INTO TWO OR MORE
CLEARLY MARKED LANES FOR VEHICULAR TRAFFIC, THE FOLLOWING
RULES, IN ADDITION TO ANY OTHERS CONSISTENT WITH THEM,
APPLY.

(B) DRIVING IN SINGLE LANE REQUIRED.

A VEHICLE SHALL BE DRIVEN AS NEARLY AS PRACTICABLE
ENTIRELY WITHIN A SINGLE LANE AND MAY NOT BE MOVED FROM
